Jos. S. Wilson, Commissioner of the Gene- 
ral Land Office, issues an official document 
giving a construction of the Act of Congress 
regulating claims to mines, etc., approved 
July 26, 1866, in regard to. the number of 
persons required to constitute an “associa 
tion,” which, by the terms of the fourth sec- 
tion of the Act aforesaid, is authorized to 
take in any one claim not more than 3,000 
fect, He says: 

You further add, that it is contended by 
some, that to allow two or more persons form- 
ing an association to appropriate 3,000 feet, 
while one individual can take oniy 200 feet, 
two persons 400 feet, if singly, would violate 
the sense of the Jaw; and, in order to approx- 
imate the intention of the Act of Congress, it 
would seem that it would require, say four- 
teen persons, to form an association mentioned 
in the law, by application. 

In reply, I have to say that the second pro- 
viso of the fourth section of the law is too 
positive and explicit, adinitting, in the opinion 
of this office, of no application as to the num- 
Le. of persons required to constitute àn asso- 
ciation, for that it directs that after the pass- 
age of the Act of Congress, to wit: July 2d, 
1866, “no person may make more than one 
location on the same lode, and nut more than 
three thousand feet shall be taken in any one 
claim by any association of persons,” 

Any association of persons comprehends 
two or more individuals ; and although two 
persons get three thousand feet, if located by 
them since the passage of the law of Congress, 
on one lode, they do not receive any benefit 
for the discovery of the lode, while a single 
locator is allowed by law two hundred feet, 
with an additional claim for discovery, to- 
gether with a quantity of surface for the con- 
venient working of the claim, us fixed by local 
rules, which latter benefit is not derived by 
the association of persons. Persons wno think 
themselves aggrieved by the statutory dis- 
crimination in favor of associations, are not 
precluded by the law of Congress from 
forming themselves into any associations and 
reapipg the advantage conferred on the same 
over that bestowed on single locators.

But in case the adverse 
claimant, after proceedings have been stayed, 
shall fai] to institute action in the Courts, 
either pending or at their next session, with 
a view to the final adjustnien: of the claima, 
you will proceed with the case as if no ob- 
jections had been filed.”

Currenny.—This is the name of a new 
“city” which the speculators have located 
near the Rocky mountains, on the supposed 
line of the Union Pacific Kailroad. It is de- 
scribed as located ona sterile plain, appar- 
ently at as great an altitude as Black Hawk, 
with no farming or timber land within forty 
or fifty miles of the proposed site, The land 
is held by the railroad company, military offf- 
cers and railroad engineeis, and lots are held 
at “killing” prices. Nearly two hundred 
people are camped there, also two or three 
companies of soldiers. Nothing, apparently, 
has been done toward building quarters for 
a military post. The location is on a branch 
of Crow Creek, a stream about ten feet wide, 
and a foot and a half in depth. Many peo- 
ple, and trains loaded with lumber, vegeta- 
bles and goods of varions kinds, are on their 
way out to this unknown town.—Hachange. — 


New Desutpuurizinc Process.—The Ne- 
vada (Cal.) Transcript says: W. R. Oliver of 
Forest Uill is in this city, introducing & pro- 
cess for desulphurization, for which he claims 
almost magic powers, He says he can work 
aton of the most refractory sulphurets in 
from one and a-half to two hours, extracting 
in that time all the precious metals. His 
process has been used in several of the cement 
mills in Little York township. He has sold 
453 receipts, and claims that he can satiafy 
any man of the efficacy of his method, If it 
does what he claims for it, it should be pos- 
sessed by every miner.

RETURN or AN INDIAN Scouvr.—Licutenant 
Féchét and 26 men of Company I, Eighth 
cavalry, returned to Fort Whipple, Monday, 
the 30th inst. after making a five days’ scout 
in search of Indians. They went to the 
heads of Lynx, ILassayampa, Turkey and Big 
Bug creeks. They saw no sign of Indians, 
Captain Shoupe, from whom we derive the 
above information, and who accompanied the 
command as guide, speaks highly of the ener- 
gy and industry displayed by the Licutenant 
and his men. ‘They went over a very rough 
country, and hunted every gulch and canon 
for the moccasined thieves, but could not 
find any.

The Los Angeles Republican of the 21st of 
Septembor has the following: 

Personan.—We had the pleasure this week 
of meeting Ben. C. Truman, Superintendent 
of the Post Office Department of the Pacific 
Coust.

The Central City (Colorado) Times furnish- 
es the following items of news: ; 

The News says, Our Fort Laramie corres- 
pondent writes us as follows: From Porter, 
Carter and others, just arrived from Phil 
Kearney, I learn the following particulars of 
the late indian troubles at or near that post. 
On the second day of August, Mr. Porter's 
train, then hauling wood to the post, while 
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in camp, six miles out from the fort, was 
attacked by indians in force, pumberin, 
1,500. They ran off the ‘cattle and’ then, ’at- 
tasked the men, who resisted thé'-attack,! 
which was one of bravery for the Indians.: 
They charged up within a few. yards of the» 
wagons, behind which the drivers and smell, 
escort had taken refuge. By a steady fire’ 
they held the Indians in check until they 
were reinforced by a company of soldiers ' 
from the fort. Upon their arrival the Indians 
made a hasty retreat, carrying with them: 
their dead and wounded, save five who werd 
so near the wagons, behind which the bull- 
whackers and small escort were stationed,” 
that they thought a second approach un- 
healthy. Lieutenant Geness and: five sok 
diers were killed, and two wounded. More 
serious trouble is apprehended this fall, and 
unless a more rigid policy is adopted, our 
extreme frontier posts must suffer.” i? 3 
FEARFUL Accent To Mrners,—It is our 
melancholy duty to record a fearful accident 
which occurred yesterday afternoon, by which 
two young miners, James Kindell, son of a 
well known miner, and John H. Pierce, lost 
their lives.

The feasons assigned by members from 


river counties who voted for the removal of 


the Capital from Prescott to Tucson; are not 
first-class and will not set them right before 
tlie people. They argue that Yavapai coun- 
ty has been the recipient of considerable im- 
migration, who immediately after arriving 
here, pulled up stakes and left the country in, 
disgust, therefore,“ say these wiseacres, 
“your section cannot be of much account, 
else they would have remained here.” This 
style of reasoning is worthy of the source 
from whence it emanates, and we might easily 
offset their shallow arguments by “going 
bäck” upon the immigration records of their 
counties, but that is not our style of reason- 
ing. 

Yavapai county has had considerable im- 
migration, and a great number of that immi- 
gration have left the country, not because 
they thought it worthless, but because they 
were tinable to go out into the country and 
work without having to hire a posse of men 
to guard themselyes and their animals from 
the omnipresent Apache. No person of sense 
or knowledge, who knows anything about 
this section of the Territory, will say that it 
is yalueless; if he does, he simply makes a 
donkey of himself, or allows his prejudice to 
cloud his honest convictions. 

We assert, without fear of contradiction, 
that the region ef country composing Yavapai 
county contains more mineral wealth, more 
agricultural and pastoral lands, more timber, 
and more of everything that is necessary to 
build up a State than all the other counties 
bf the Territory combined. In saying this, 
it is not our intention to detract from the 
resources and advantages possessed by other 
counties, But we know whereof we speak, 
and, if necessary, can prove our assertions. 
Again, Yavapai county contains more white, 
bona fide inhabitants than any other county 
in the Territory; she has produced more 
gold built more mills, cultivated more acres, 
fought and killed more Indians, lost more 
yaluable lives and an immensely larger am- 
ount df stock and other property than any 
of her sister counties. And when all her 
people have had to contend against is taken 
into account, every reasonable man will say 
her people did well. 

Less than five years ago there was not one 
white man residing in the vast extent of 
country designated Central Arizona. The 
Apache was alone in his glory. To-day, after 
‘scores of valuable lives have been sacrificed, 
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make an honest living without any great 
amount of aid from government. There are 
eight or nine quartz mills in the county, one 
flouring mill, and any number of water- 
wheels and arastras. Besides this, there are 
in the region of country around Prescott, 
hundreds of gulches, ravines and creeks that 
contain enough gold to make it an object to 
work thém, and they will be worked so soon 
as we get the upper hand of the Indians. 

Tn conclusion, we would state that should 
the Territory be peopled (as it certainly will) 
the majority of the population will not squat 
down upon a desert; they will settle in a re- 
gion where a bird is able to fly to water in a 
few hours, and where the heat of the sun is 
not hot enough to broil a rattle-snake, and 
to our certain knowledge, the only country 
in Arizona where such is not the case, is that 
west of La Paz and Hardyville and east of 
Prescott. This section of country offers eve- 
ry iniducement to immigrants, and they will 
come in due time, Then, as now, Prescott will 
be as near the centre of population as any 
other point, consequently we think the mem- 
bers who voted for removal acted unwise and 
they may yet live to regret the parts played 
by them in this scheming performance, 


Hox. W. H. Harpy informs us that the 
surveyors of the Union Pacific Railway were, 
at lust advices received by him, at New Fort 
Lyon, driving permanent stakes on the 35th 
Parallel route. ‘The surveyors will reach Al- 
buquerque about the 10th inst., and will be 
in Prescott about the first of November, Mr. 
Hardy is one of the Commissioners appointed 
by the Company in Arizona, and goes into 
the work of furnishing the Company with in- 
formation in regard to Northern Arizona— 
more especially the country bordering on the 
line of the 35th Parallel—with all the energy 
he possesses, His heart is in tlie good work, 
and we trust he will soon have his hopes real- 
ized by hearing the snort: of the iron horse 
among our beautiful mountains.

Pretty soon, the keen 
eyes of Gus. discovered 5 red skins ndvancing 
upon them. One of thé Indians had Gus. 
covered with his rifle. Quick as thought, 
Swain raised his trusty rifle, took unerring 
aim, pulled the trigger and dropped the 
copper colered cuss in his tracks—dead asa 
mackerel. 

Tho remainder of the dusky warriors took 
to their heels and ran for dear life. ‘lhe dead 
Indian’s body was hung up to dry, and alt 
to warn his fellow reds. of the fate that await. 
ed them should they come within range of 
Gius.’s old“ Nevermiss.“ From the appear. 
ance of the dead Indian, the men came to the 
conclusion that he was a Wallapai, but i 
doubt it, although they are very goud judges, 

There are lots of Indians around the Grove 
all the time, and the way they carry off com 
is enough to discourage the poor farmers of 
that beautiful and productive settlement, 
Mr. Cullumber intends applying to Genen 
Gregg for troops to protect the crops until 
they are housed, We do not know how the 
Generat is situated with regard to troops, but 
we do know that if he has them to spare he 
will send them.

Hereto- 
fore, us a general thing, I have had a hanker- 
ing after pine, but; as Winter is close at ha 
and ecrapis scarce in Pinedom, my genen 
declivity, in connection with the near ap- 
proach of an election for Delegate to Con- 
gress, compels me to decide this momentious 
case in favor of Cactus. ‘Thorns has it, Pine 
won't do to bet on in election time.”
